HEADMASTER'S  STUDY 


Another  school  year  is  drawing  quickly  to  a  close,  and  with  it  must  come  a  time  for  reflection  Some  of  you 
have  completed  one  year  at  St  George's;  others  ten  or  eleven  years  Some  of  you  have  set  high  academic 
standards,  others  have  excelled  in  games;  while  others  have  made  a  strong  contribution  in  the  choir  Many 
of  you  cannot  be  classified  easily  in  any  of  these  three  categories  It  is  about  this  group  that  I  wish  to  refer 
Someone  once  said  that  the  Lord  must  have  admired  the  average  student  because  He  made  so  many  of 
them  At  last  year's  Closing  and  Prize  Giving.  Bishop  Wilkinson  spoke  generously  to  the  Prize  Winners,  but  it 
was  about  those  who  did  not  win  prizes  that  he  addressed  his  warm  thoughts  He  stated  that  the  world  owed 
much  to  the  average  person  The  early  settlers  in  Canada  were  spoken  of  as  being  good  sound  stock  —  men 
and  women  of  integrity  and  dedication  As  I  review  the  events  of  the  last  thirty  weeks  in  my  desk  calendar.

SCIENCE  SCHOOLS 


Following  the  success  of  the  Grade  8  Science  School  in  September  1973.  it  was 
decided  this  year  to  enlarge  the  programme  to  include  all  grades  from  Grade  4  to  8. 
spread  out  over  the  entire  year  Upper  Canada  College's  Norval  property  was  selected 
as  the  site  for  the  Schools  This  area  consists  of  450  acres  along  the  Credit  River,  with 
accommodation  for  24  boys        perfect  for  taking  one  form  at  a  time 

The  programme  of  the  Science  Schools  consists  of  daily  classes  (both  indoor  and 
outdoor)  on  the  particular  topics  selected  for  that  form,  work  time  for  individual  proiects 
done  by  each  pupil,  and  study  time  for  work  on  other  academic  sub|ects  One  hour  a  day 
is  spent  on  organized  recreational  activity,  and  two  hours  are  given  for  free  time 

It  is  hoped  that  this  particular  environment  will  augment  the  study  of  those  science
